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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -24 have been examined. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1-17 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claims 1-17 are not 
clear as to what is being claimed (method, system, device, or computer readable storage 
medium). Applicant is advised to specifically claim either a method, system, device, or computer 
readable storage medium and write all necessary information within independent claims to assist 
the examiner in understanding what is actually claimed. Furthermore, the dependency of claims 
should be carefully applied to avoid confusion (e.g. claim 6 appears to be independent claim, yet 
refers to claim 1). Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-16 and 25-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Pedlow, Jr. et al. U.S. Pat. No. 7218738 (hereinafter Pedlow). 

5. As per claim 1-16 and 25-32, Pedlow mainly disclose a method of partially encrypting a 
data packet by using a program map table to determine specific sets of data to be encrypted and 
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omitting certain other bits for encryption to allow other types of encryption or no encryption to 
be applied on the other set of data (Pedlow: abstract and column 3 lines 52-67: selective 
encryption encoder). Pedlow does not explicitly disclose identical method as claimed in claims 
1-17 and 25-32. However, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to 

apply partial encryption to omit certain data from encryption because it increased enhanced 
security by making encryption process more comphcated and unpredictable. 



Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed on 2/19/10 have been fiiUy considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Regarding applicant's remarks, applicant mainly argues that the prior office action did 
not articulate why it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to modify 
the teachings of Pedlow to apply partial encryption to omit certain data from encrj^tion. 
However, the examiner indicated that the partial encryption is well known in the art to achieve 
efficiency and complexity of encryption process. Furthermore, the examiner believes that certain 
claims were not written to refiect inventive concept. Therefore, applicant's is welcome to contact 
the examiner to resolve issues and expedite prosecution.
